The United States vis insuring soldiers 
and sailors at seven and eight dollars per 
thousand and under the terms of an Act of 
Congress passed in July is permanently em- 
barked in the business. The Government 
rate is astoundingly low and yet the esti- 
mates of the Federal Bureau are largely 
based upon figures supplied by the fore- 
most actuaries of the country. Which 
quite properly leads civilian policy holders 
to suspect that they are being indefensibly 
overcharged. State regulation does not 
seem to have aceomplishhed the results we 
had fondly thought. ,It begins to appear 
that operating expenses are unnecessarily 
excessive—accepted practises too compli- 
cated and official salaries unreasonably: 
large. In proof of which, it is rumored, 
one expert has figured that the pay-roll of 
a.certain mutualized society is greater than 
that of all the administrative heads at 
Washington, from the President through to 
the Bureau Chiefs of the various depart- 
ments. The wedge of Government control 
has already entered the insurance situa- 
tion. Whether it shall proceed farther 
rests in part with the companies them- 
selves. They must reorganize their meth- 
ods, readjust their costs and terms. A 
hand is writing on the wall, ‘‘Come down 
or pass out.’’—S. F. Examiner.
